C.  O.  D.  SHIPMENTS.  Our  terms  are  strictly  cash  with  the 
order.  We  must  decline  to  ship  goods  C.  O.  D.  unless  the 
purchaser  remits  in  advance  sufficient  money  to  pay  trans- 
portation charges  and  cost  of  packing,  etc.,  or  at  least  one- 
third  the  amount  of  the  order. 

HOW  TO  SEND  MONEY.  Money  can  be  sent  safely  by  P. 

O.  order,  bank  draft,  express  Order  or  registered  letter.  If 
your  order  amounts  to  $1.09  or  more,  it  is  best  to  send  by  one 
of  the  above  methods.

A hedge  of  hardy  Buck- 
thorn gives  privacy  to  the  front,  while  a heavy  plant- 
ing of  purple  lilac  shuts  off  the  alley  to  the  rear  and 
a mixed  shrubbing  planting,  flanked  by  a planting 
of  hardy  perennials  makes  a garden  of  the  back  lawn. 
A group  of  shade  trees,  American  Elm  (No.  11), 
Tartarian  Maple  (No.  12),  and  Colorado  Blue  Spruce 
(No.  13)  completes  the  effect  of  seclusion,  while 
another  Elm  at  the  southwest  corner  balances  the 
planting  at  the  back.  The  shrubs  used  about  the 
house  are  Spirea  Van  Houtti  (No.  6)  which  will 
flower  in  May  and  June,  and  Hydrangea  P.  G.  (No. 
7)  which  will  be  effective  from  July  until  frost. 
Snowberry  (No.  2)  and  High  Bush  Cranberry  (No. 
9)  to  screen  the  service  yard.

Evergreens 

The  most  effective  trees  that  can  be  planted  are  the  evergreens.  Planted  as  windbreaks  they  are  an 
excellent  protection  against  the  north  winds  and  are  also  effective  screens  for  unsightly  views.
